Memory Should Haunt the 
Fratricide, 


Dr. Richmond Cornwall has been phenome 
enally unfortunate in coming under suspl- 
cion, 

“Years before he slew his brother two wom- 
en who loved him died suddenly, and an- 
other who trusted him professionally dis- 
appeared. After each tragedy and after the 
disappearance there was much ugly talk, 
The talk has been revived and it may cut 
a considerable figure in the doctor's trial 
for killing his brother Herbert. 

The story of how his first fiancee, Annette 
Carroll, died of poisoning a few hours after 
he had called to see her, aud how it was 
shown that she killed herself, without ap- 
parent cause, has been published in che 
Post-Dispatch. | : 

How Maudo Belle Bonestee! 0f Kansas 
City started to Dr. Cortiwall’s office to have 
a criminal operation performed and was 
never afterwards heard of has also been 
told. 

Now comes the narrative of young Dr. 
Cornwall's first marriage and the sudden 
death of his wife before a year had elapsed 
and charges made against him by her 
relatives over her coffin. 

Mrs. Siegel of 1236 North King’s highway, 
an aunt of the dead woman, told the story 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

‘His murdered brother cannot haunt 
Richmond Cornwall more than his wife 
should,” said Mrs. Siegel, as a preface to 
her statement. 

Mabel Rice was the petted daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. John P. Rice, a lovely, orown- 
haired girl, accomplished and refined and 
with a host of suitors up to the day she 
married young Dr. Cornwall. 

John P. Rice was a well-to-do coal dealer, 
Mabel was his only daughter. She was @ 
bright and charming gir) 4nd from the time 
she entered her teens the Rice home at 
1812 Taylor avenue was the scene of many 
social gatherings. The family now lives at 
236) North Euclid avenue. 

Young Dr. Cornwall was a frequent visitor, 
There was no objection to him, because the 
parents of the young lady never suspected 


that she had any intention of becoming his 


wife. One afternoon, in March, 1893, Mabel 
kissed her mother fondly and told her she 
was going down town. That was tne last 
time Mra. Rice ever saw her alive 

A few hours later a carriage drove up to 


nacie Congregational Church. Mabei Rice 
and young Dr. Cornwall alighted from it, 
walked briskly up to the door and were ad- 
mitted. Rev. Johnson was ise Rice's 
pastor, and was sufprised when Dr. Corn- 
wall told him they had come to be married, 
several persons in the parsonage were 
called in as witnesses and the nuptial Knot 
‘was soon tied. That night Dr. Comnwail 
‘and his bride went to Kansas City. 
| Her parents were distressed that she did

next morning they received a brief letter 
written by their daughter before she left 
saying: she was married to br. Cornwall 
and gone to Kansas (ity. 
| The parents accepted the situation and 
| they wrote asking her to come to see them 
igoon. Letters passed with loving frequency 
‘between the young Wife and her eh ce 
She told them how happy she was Rad her 
surroundings were delightful, as they 
boarded with a nice family and went much 
into society. That summer they went to 
the World's Fair and spent two weeks, 

In every letier the bride told how anxious 
she was to revisit home and the prémisce 
of her husband to bring her for a long stay, 
but the opportune day was deferred by the 
preesing engagements of the doctor. —

“Dr. Cornwall's cons¢cience may be easy 
as to the causes of his wife’s death, butvin 
the face of the charwes I made, if he had 
been the paving husband he claimed to be, 
he would have demanded that my suspicions 
be allayed by an autopsy. He didn't want 
it. He was in a most inordinate hurry to 
have the remains buried. 

‘As soon as the body was buried he went 
back to Kansas City and took his brother 
Herbert with him. 

“A few days later he sent Dr. McDonald 
from there to see Mr, and Mrs. Rice, and 
acsure them that thelr daughter died from 
uraemia. 

“She was not known to be afflicted with 
this al’ment, and the letter she wrote to 
her mother the morning before she died in- 
timated nothing about her being sick." 


OLD MRS. CORNWALL’S DEATH. 


Her Doctor Contradicts the Story Told 
by the Old Man, 


Dr. William F. Kier, whose office fs at 
#9 South Broadway, has been physician for 
the family of Dr John Cornwall for twenty 
years. Dr. Kier knew the brothers—the 
gélayer and the slain. He knew their father, 
#nd he was familiar with the ills of their 
mother. 

Dr. Kier read in the Post-D!spatch Mon- 
day the atory related by Dr. John Cornwall, 
in which the old man charged Herbert with 


the responsibility for his mother’s death— 
that he dragwed her from the house into 
the etreet by the hair of her head, and that 
he subsequently stabed her in the 
All of which is allecwed to have happened a 
year or two prior to her demise.

“If she was ever stabbed in the neck. I 
have no knowledge of it. Of course, I dia 
not see her every day, nor every week, but 
Il was thelr regular physician and was in a 
position to kuow of their ailments. 

“On May 24th of this year, I was called 
to see Mrs. Cornwall. They were then liv- 
ing in the rear of Dr. Cornwall's bottling 
works at 1209 North Rroadway. Members

The new corporation is well understood 
to be controlled by Mr. Morgan, although 
the effort was made to show the Massa. 
|chusetts Legislature that the controlling 
interest was held in Boston. 

Mr. Morgan's connection with New York 
and Chicago street railway interests is well 
understood in the financial world and among 
street railway men, In Pittsburg, Balti- 
more, Philadelphia and St. Louis, however, 
where the consolidations are not yet com- 
plete, great secrecy has been observed. 

It has been known in St. Lou's for some 
time that negotiations have been in prog- 
ress by Eastern capitalists to secure what 
is known ae the Missouri System, compris- 
ing the Olive street cable, the Manchester 
electr'c and Laclede avenue lines. Charles 
T. Yerkes of Chicago was supposed to be at 
the head of the syndicate. he lines were 
sold three weeks ago at a valuation of 
| $4,554,000 and $2,277,000 ps down, but St. 
| Louls capitalists figured as the purchasers, 
i'and the sale was not recognized as the en- 
| tering wedge whereby a powerful Eastern 
syndicate would endeavor to secure control 
_ of the street railways of St.. Louis.

| properties in the city, covering the retail 
shopping district down town, the fine resi-

NEW YORKERS NOT SCARED, 


But Say Sixty Cents a Ton in East St. 
Louis Is an Outrage. 


NEW YORK, July 13.—The consensus of 
opinion among a number of prominent coal 
dealers in this city and its vicinity is to the 
effect that there is no danger of a coal 
famine. The yards and docks are well sup- 
plied with coal and the present stock is 
eufficient to last for a long time. 

The strike is at present confined to the 
bituminous coa! regions, and the use of soft 
coal is comparatively limited in this city. 
Should the strike spread among the anthra- 
cite coal miners there would undoubtedly be 
good cause for alarm. But the time is draw- 
ire nigh for the dealers to lay in their win- 
er stock of fuel and should the strike con- 
tinye it will delay at least so far as bitu- 
minous coal is concerned, A director of one 
of the Oh‘o soft coal roads said: 

“We have evidence from the West that 
the soft coal strike is really going to be the 
salvation of the transportation companies 
of that district because it will harmonize 
differences and ultimately get the price of 
soft coal to a point where there will be 
money in hauling it as well as in mining it. 
It may be called outrageous that soft coal 
should be gelling in East St. Louis at 6 
cents a ton. It used to sell there at $2 a 
ton. At the latter price there was money in 
handling it for everyone concerned, At the 
@)-cent rate there is ruin. The ratlroads are 
hauling it at less than a mill a ton a mile, 
which does not pay for simply the wear and 
tear of rulling stock. Everyone is glad that 
the strik« is so general and has excited 
such wicespread attention from the public. 
This very fact wil) pave the way to an 
easier and larger advance in price of coal 
than could otherw'se be attained.” 

One thing in favor of the ordinary con- 
sumer is that little coal is required at this 
season of the year. Of course, the ralflroad 
companies, factories and other large con- 
sumers are ina far different position. They 
use large quantities of coal at all seasons 
of the year. 

In this city, however, they are prevented

INSTEAD OF “CRUMBLE.” 


DELMAR AVENUE _ INQUIRY. 


Dire Punishment of the Supposed Of- 
fender Averted by a Time-- 
ly Explanation. 


A little misunderstanding nearly led to a 
big fracas at the meeting of the Board of 
Public Improvements Tuesday.

Anybody who can look 
at that and say-it is not good concrete 
don’t know what concrete is.’’ 

This was a dig at the members of the 
committee, Messrs. Holman and Ridgely, 
who reported the concrete was defective. 

Anton Meglitsch spoke about defects 
which he had discovered himself. Mr. Mil- 
ner was feeling ugly. 

“The trouble with you people,”’ he said, 
“is that you want your special tax bills pre- 
sented to you. If the concrete was four feet 
deep, it would be the same story. You want 
th street for nothing.’’

THE BOOK CONTRACT. 

It is claimed by Missouri publishers 
that the bids submitted by them for the 
State book contract are 25 per cent lower 
and those offered by the Book Trusts. 

But it is also asserted that the agents 
of the Trusts are charging that the Mis- 
sourl books are inferior to the Trust 
books. Wholly aside from the merits of 
the present case, this isan old trust Lrick, 
and the charge cannot be accepted with- 
out convincing proof. 

The Missouri publishers say that they 
offered to submit to thorough compara- 
tive tests, and if the commission makes 
the Trust charge the basis of the rejec- 
tion of Missour! bids one-fourth lower 
than Trust bids, it mrust answer to the 
people. It must not only plead, but prove 
the fact. 

Other things being equal, the prefer- 
ence should be given to Missouri! publish- 
ers. But when Missouri prices are 25 
per cent lower than others, and especially 
than the prices of a monster trust, the 
award of the contract to the high trust 
bidder would be damning without con- 
firmation of the adverse charge “as 
etrong as proofs of Holy Writ.” 

The duty of the commission under the 
law and the obligation imposed upon it) 
is to obtain. satisfactory books at the 
cheapest price. The submission of the 
lower bids proves the excess of the high 
bide. If the bids and books are not sat- 
isfactory, all should be rejected and new 
bids asked. 

To use iis technical power of choice 
to discriminate is dangerous, 

It is especially dangerous when the dis- 
crimination favors a trust. The people 
will hold the commission to strict ac- 
countability for its action In this matter, 

WHY EXEMPT RAILWAYSB?P 

No explanation is attempted of the ex- 
emption of street railway franchises in 
the proposed charter amendment which 
provides that public franchises shall be 
open to bids. 

Of all corporate franchises wifhin the 
power of the municipality to grant, street 
railway franchises especially should be 
thrown open to competition. They are 
exceedingly valuable. They closely con- 
cern the public, Their sale offers the 
best and quickest means of securing re- 
duotions in fares and just compensation 
for the use of the streets. | 

If street railway franchises were sold 
to the highest bidders the money paid for 
them would not go into the pockets of 
boodle combines, but into the City Treas- 
ury. It would help to purify the muniocl-

CHEAP DOG WANTED. 

In “John Gabriel Borckman,” the lat- 
est play from his pen, Henrik Ibsen light- 
ly touches the pathos of the unsuccessful 
author. The only companion clinging to 
the ruined banker, whose “excessive op- 
timism” got him into prison, is an old 
clerk, who is the author of an unpro- 
Guced drama, 

The tie that binds these two human 
wrecks together is the sympathy of fail- 
ure and mutual confidence in each oth- 
er’s unrecognized abilities. The old au- 
thor is grateful to the ruined financier for 
the latter’s belief in the merit of the 
tragedy which the managers rejected. 

Now comes Daniel Frohman with the 
Pathos of the managers who are looking 
for successful plays. He declares that 
there is a scarcity of plays. 

Of course, Mr. Frohman does not mean 
that there is a scarcity of play manu- 
ecripts. He knows that nearly every 
man and woman who can write at al! 
has written a play. What he means Is 
that there is a scarcity of plays by suo- 
cessful dramatists—plays with some 
guarantee of earning capacity. 

It costs money to try plays on the pub- 
lic, or, as theatrical people call it, “the 
dog.” The conditions Imposed upon the 
new dramatists are like the conditions 
imposed upon her sons by the fond moth- 
er who toid them they could not go Into 
the water until they learned to swim.

LITTLE CLUB-HOUSE AND SOME 
OF ITS CELEBRITIES. 


Great Kentuckians Have Witnessedthe 
Running of Great Horses and Have 
Eaten Burgoo Between the Races. 


At the sale of the grounds and race track 
of the Kentucky Association, at Lexington. 
the property was bought in for $23,325 by 
Charles Green, representing the St. Louls 
bondholders. 

The association members will make a figat 
and try to have the sale set aside, as they 
think the property is worth considerably 
more than $100,000, the value at which it 
Was assessed some years ago. 

Situated just outside the city of Lexing- 
ton, for a great many years the race track 
has been one of the famous courses in 
America, and more great horses nave been 
raced over it than over any other American 


track. 

Henry Clay, the great commoner, in his 
time saw many a race run over the track. 
and kince those days ihe track has been a 
noted one. The ficld js coverei with weving 
blue grass, the lawns and slopes grow thick 
and velvety with it, and even in the pad- 
dock the continual tramping of tie horses 
led there for saddling and observation aave 
not been able to keep it trampied down. 

For architectural beauty the grand stand 
is not much, and just above it is a little 
box of a club-house surrounded by wide 
galleries that are always crowded. upstairs 
and down, upon every racing day with the 
beauty and the fashion of the Blue Grass. 

Every girl in that section »%f Kentucky 
knows as much about horses as her father 
or her brothers and she goes to the races 
garbed in her most stunning and gorge) is 
apparel. With those girls on the plazzas 
the wealth and chivalry of a chivalrous 
State were always around them, and during 
the races the clubhouse scene was always 
a fair one and one of many bright colors. 

The fathers and the brothers of the girls 
were all members of the association, and 
the club-house was as much the girls’ as 
their’s. They took possession of it, especi- 
ally at the spring meetings, which ordil- 
narily lasted for seven racing days, and 
during the meeting many a fair girl has 
made pin money enough to keep her in 
gloves and ribbons for the year to come, 

Two things other than the beauty of the 
girls helped to make that club-house fa- 
mous—the burgoo and the whisky. 

The burgoo was the product of the great- 
est barbecue caterer that barbecue state 
ever produced. He made the burgoo of 
beef, pork, mutton, chickens, squirrels, 
rabbits, tomatoes, green corn, potatoes, on- 
ions, garlic and limestone water, all sea- 
soned and flavored to a high degree, and 
allowed the mixture boil antil the ,meat 
became mere threads of flesh and the 
whole a simmering savory mass just thin 
enough to be eaten with a spoon. That 
ie Kentueky burgoo, and for forty years 
that concoction, fit for the depraved pal- 
ate of a pampered King, has helped make 
the old track famous, and what it failed 
to do the whisky accomplished, 

Every male creature at a Kentucky race 
track drinks whisky, and good whisky at 
that. Rye whisky can only be obtained In 
case of eickness, and of all.the whisky that 
made about Lexington is the best, for the 
‘limestone water there is the best. And 
at the club-house bar there were more pri- 
vate bottles than in any other thirst slak- 
ing establishment in the country. As in 
the Phoen!x Hotel, in Lexington, one shelf 
back of the bar was reserved for private 
bottles, not ‘case oods,”"" but special 
whisky provided by the ealoonkeeper for 
special customers. 

J.C 8. Blackburn's name was on a white 
tag on the bottle of his famous brand. On 
another was the name of M. C. Alford, re- 
cently the Lieutenant-Governor of the State. 
Another had the name of James C. Mulll- 
gan, appointed by President Cleveland Con- 
sul General of the United States to the 
Hawaiian Islands. Other bottles contained 
the names of other men just as prominent 
in the public and the turf life of the Blue- 
glass State, and the owners of them never 
mixed thetr drinks. 

At the bar the white aproned attendant 
| knew them all. Their simple approach was 
' enough, the thin, empty glass, or the heavy

hit with a chromo he got out sAvertising 
his iquor. These chromos were framed an: 
sent around to saloonkeepers in all portions 
of the country. The grounds of the Ken- 
tucky Association were pictured and around 

a table in the club-house sat the distiller 
and three of his friends, Senator Blackburn, 
Hon. John G. Carlisle and ex-Gov. Proctor 
Knott, the boomer of Duluth. In the pic- 


,ture a bottle of whisky Is on the table, and 


Senator Blackburn has his back to the open 
window through which a most exciting 
finish in a horse race on the track can be 
geen. 

Senator BRiackburn has often threatened 
to sue the originator of that picture for libel, 
not because he appears to be drinking whis- 
ky, but drinking it with his back to the 
window, while ere is an exciting finish in 
a horse race going on,

He also re- 
members sitting on a bench tn a park and 
says that while there a sharp pain darted 
through his head and then all was dark.

Ex-Chief Bannister Flees to America 
‘for His Health”’—Parlia- 
ment’s Report. 


(Special Onble to the Post-Dispatch.) 
LONDON, July 13.—Queen's Counsel Dug- 
daie, who was designated by the govern- 
ment to investigate the scandals in the po- 
Hee force at Binmingham, yesterday submit- 


ted hie report to the Home Office, It will not | 


be made public until it has received the in- 
dorsement of the Home Secretary, when it 
will be printed and laid upon the table of 
the House of Commons: but from the evi- 
dence adduced, it is taken for granted that 
the report will be of the most scathing na- 
ture, and will reveal a condit'on of affairs 
unprecedented in the police history of any 
city in Pngland, 

Although extraordinary efforts were made 
to suppress evidence and block the progress 
of the investigation, sufficient substantial 
testimony was forthcoming to ghow that 
geome of the highest officers of the Birming- 
ham police were the holders of houeges of ill 
repute. 

That they shared with their attendants 
the ill-gotten profits. 

That patrolmen and constables made it a 
systematic business to beguile rural visit- 
ors, as well as young men of sporting pro- 
clivities, to thes. establNshments, being re- 
warded by their superiors for such services 
with cash considerations and promotions on 
the force. 

That police inspectors as well as subor- 
dinate officers known to be eystematically 
guilty of immoral conduct with neighbors’ 
wives and others were retained on the force 
by their superiors. 

That a patrolman wae replaced on the 
force after having served nine months for 
manslaughter. 

That another patrolman, having served 
twelve months for perjury, committed while 
prosecuting an innocent defendant, was 
xiven his old beat on his release. 

That patrolmen found guilty by the trial 
board of systematic theft from stores while 
on duty were simply transferred to another 
division. 

That a constable against whom five 
chargos of drunkenness had been sustained 
Was promoted to an inspectorship. 

That a chief detortive inspector was the 
owner of several svloons of questionable 
repute, 

That a constable who had been fined or 
reprimanded for thirty-five offenses, includ- 
ing drunkenness and indecent conduct, was 
given three _ conduct stripes for #er- 
vices rendered one of the chief superintend- 
ents. 

And that general immorality pervaded the 
entire force. 

In one case harsh measures were used 
to silence a woman who had been criminally 
assaulted by a sergeant while engaged in 
Serving a warrant. 

In another case, even the servant of the 
chief constable had fallen a victim to an 
officer who had been sent to the ohief's 
house in search of some papers. 

The most astounding revelation, however, 
was that the women occupants of the houses 
of il] repute owned by the various inspec- 
tors and superintendents were pertodically 
examined ag | the chief police surgeon or h's 
GQeaistants in the interest of the public 
health. 

This testimony was oonsideéered 0 @x- 
traordinary by Col. Dugdale that he fre- 
quired strong corroborative testimony in the 
form of admissions from some of those ocon- 
cerned and which wag forthcoming. 

It has just developed that former Super- 
intendent of Police Bannister, who was the 
most prominently implicated in the scandal, 
and who resigned and disappeared when 
the Government investigation was ordered 
fe in the United States. A letter has been 
received from him dated New York, giving 
directions concerning the disposition of the 
rents from some of the houses that figured 
in the inquiry, and intimating tNat he pro- 
»oned to stop in America for some time for 
he benefit of his health.

THINK LENIENCY WOULD HAVE 
A BAD EFFECT. 


If the Old Bandits Were Released 
Others Would Seek to Imitate 
Their Daring Deeds. 


Whatever the sentiment may be in West- 
ern Missour! among politicians and other 
people in favor of the pardon of the Young- 
er brothers in Minnesota, the sentiment 
among St. Louis business men is against 
it.

St. Louls banks and bankers have no fear 
of “Dare Devil] Dicks” and other robbers 
and murderers, but all have country cor- 
respondents, among the small banks, and

The letter of Charles Parsons, President 


COLE YOUNGER, 


of the State Bank, to the Minnesota au- 
thorities, protesting against any pardon of 
the Youngers, is generally accepted by the 
St. Louis bankers as sound advice. 

The letter as read Monday before the 
pardoning Board of Minnesota was as fol- 
OwWws: 


I see there ifs an effort to get the 
Youngers pardoned. Now, it seems to 
me the eliberate preparation of a 
scheme to rob a bank, commencing it 
with a threat to murder, and finally with 
murder, should have met as its punishe 
ment death. If your laws were so made 
that this penalty could not be visited, 
then the life punishment ought not to be 
changed. The only safety of many banks 
in small towns and cities must be the 
fear of punishment, and while I do not 
fee) revengeful, yet 1 am for the en- 
forcement of laws for making the way

of the tranegressor hard. Living at all 
is all the men who set on a raid of rob- 
bery and murder ought to expect. I trust 
they may serve out their sentences, and 
that the good people of Minnesota who 
want life guarded will go against the 
ardon., 

‘I am glad Mr. Parsons wrote that lIet- 
ter,”” sald Mr. Hutchinson, president of the 
Mechanics’ Bank. ‘It is not of any very 
reat consequence if those men are par- 
oned, seeing that their time for mischief 
has passed, but I agree in a general way 
with Mr. Parsons that the Yous:gers should 
be content with their right to live. If capl- 
tal punishment was not forbidden in Minne- 
sota the men would have been hanged, and 
that was certainly their due. I do not be- 
lieve in permitting such people to go abroad.

I gscarcely remember the 
Younger brothers, except in connectfon with 
a crime for which they ehould have been 
hanged. I have no sentiment in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Parsons seems to express proper 
sentiments. and I'm disposed to agree with 
him. It would be a misfortune if the par- 
doning of these wretches should -inspire 
other gangs with similar reckleas and mur- 
derous impulses.”’ 


Cashier Thomson of the Boatman’s Bank 
said Mr. Parsons expressed the views of 
nine-tenths of the bankers and business 
people of St. Louis. “I don’t know,” said 
1¢, “what the politicians hope to accom- 
lish by urging this action, but I do believe 
t would have a bad effect to pardon these 
notorious men and turn them loose. It 
would give dime literature a new impetus, 
would inspire warped young minds anew 
with daring schemes and the whole effect 
would be bad.

A GIGANTIC PIECE OF SPECULA- 
TION IS ON. 


THE WIRES ARE WORKING.

Wall Street Manipulators at One End, 
While Tariff Sharps Handle 
the Other.

NEW YORK, July 13.—Another sugar 
scandal seems imminent. That stock ad- 
vanced 5% since Saturday night and is 
being fought for. It came with a rush and 
closed strong. 

There was nothing in the general busl- 
ness situation to call for the hurry to buy 
and sell the trust shares; but, as if pos- 
sessed by a sudden craze, there came from 
a dozen pbouses orders to buy at the 
market and those in charge of the manip- 
ulation of the stock on the New York Ex- 
change, at once took advantage of the sit- 
uation and marked up prices by % points 
at a jump until, from a closing of 129% on 
Saturday, a closing of 13 was reached last 
night. 

This was also the highest price of the 
day, and with the close of a hot session 
brokers asked “why?’’ 

Extensive transactions “for Washington 
account” attracted a good deal more at- 
tention at the capital than did the delib- 
erations of the tariff bill conferees. Wash- 
ington brokers put In a busy day forward- 
ing to Wall street orders for deals in 6u- 
gar, 

A good deal of mystery surrounded the 
origin of the “‘tip’ that sugar was a “good 
buy.” and unless the authors of it are ift 
ed with the powers of mind reading there 
is apparently nothing more substantial to 
justify it than a clever ruse on the part

Five years ago, under a law giving au- 
thority to the Postmaster General, a con- 
tract was made with the Cuban Steamship 
Company, a branch of the Ward Line, to 
carry mails from New York to Havana, 
Cuba, and Tuxpan, Mexico, over two routes.

ICE CAVE NEAR CREEDE. 


Ghostly Figures Photographed in a 
Fathomless Abyss. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., July 13.—Pho- 
tographer Yelton to-day returned from a 
trip to Cow Mountain, about six miles east 
of this city, where he had been to obtain 
views of a most remarkable cavern discov- 
ered by sinking a prospect shaft.
